JAPANESE LAUNGH 


Large Units are Landed 
From Hangchow Bay, 30 
Miles From Shanghai. 


SHANGHAI (Saturday), 
Nov. 6.—(UP)—C. M. Robert- 
son, of Philadelphia, was_ re- 
ported to have been killed when 
the torpedo factory in which he 
was working blew up Thursday. 
The United States consulate was 
said to be withholding the death 
announcement pending removal 
of the body from the wreckage. 


SHANGHAI, Nov. 6.—(Satur- 
day)—(#)—The Japanese offi- 
cially announced today the suc- 
cessful landing of large army units 
from Hangchow bay, beginning 
operations against China on a 
new front. 

(Hangchow bay, the largest in- 


‘let on the coast of China, is south 


of Shanghai. It is approximately 
30 miles from Shanghai to the 
nearest part of the bay.) 

Sanguinary but indecisive fight- 
ing meanwhile was raging over a 
battle line stretching from the 
border of Shanghai’s International 
Settlement, westward for 10 miles. 

Determined Japanese thrusts 
yesterday drove back Chinese 
troops at Shanghai and on two 
broad fronts in North China. 

A Japanese surprise attack 
forced out Chinese defenders from 
four villages on the south bank of 
Soochow creek. 

Under cover of a brisk attack by 
the small Japanese units which 
Thursday established a foothold 
south of the Soochow at Rubicon 
village, 3,000 Japanese forced a 
crossing two miles farther west. 

Japanese spokesman asserted 
their forces now held an area 
about two-thirds of a mile deep 
south of the creek.

Judge Bell informed the jury 
one of three verdicts was possible: 

1. Conviction ‘without recom- 
mendation of mercy, making death 
penalty. mandatory. 

2. Conviction with a recom- 
mendation of mercy, carrying a 
life sentence. 

3. Acquittal. 

His charge instructed : the ‘jury 
it must first decide whether Mrs. 
Hahn killed Wagner, a_ retired 
gardener of modest means, before 
considering “corollary evidence” 
in the deaths of three other elder- 
ly men linked to the 31-year-old 
immigrant by the ‘prosécution. 

An hour after the jurors re- 
ceived the case Judge Bell ad- 
journed deliberations until 9 a. m. 
(Atlanta time) Saturday. 

“You have had a hard, trying 
day,” the jurist told the jurors, 11 
women apd one man. 

Prosecutor Outcalt wound up 
the state’s final argument, de- 
manding the death penalty for 
Mrs. Hahn.

RAILROADS SEEK 
‘NEW RATE BOOST 


Freight Passenger —In- 
crease Asked Would To- 
tal $508,000,000 Annually 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—(?)— 
Class 1 railroads asked the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today 


rate increases. totaling $508,000,000 
annually. 

They required: 

A flat increase of 15 per cent in 
all freight rates except on five 
major commodities, for which 
varying boosts were asked. 

An increase in passenger fares 
from 2 to 2 1-2 cents per mile 
in eastern territory—the region 
north of the Ohio and Potomac 
rivers and east of the Mississippi. 

(The -I. C. C. defines a Class ‘1 
carrier as a railroad having an- 
nual operating revenues of more 
than $1,000,000:) 

The exceptions in the freight 
rate proposal asked for a maxi- 
mum increase of 15 cents a ton on 


bituminous coal and coke; 25/i4s 


cents a ton on anthracite ‘coal; 6 
cents a hundred pounds on lum- 
ber; 15 per cent applied to rates 
on sugar which become effective 
December 15, with a maximum of 
6 cents per hundred pounds, and 
15 cents per hundred pounds on 
fruits and vegetables. 

The proposed increases, which 
the commission was urged to ap- 
prove promptly because of the 
“critical situation” confronting the 
railroads, would be in addition to 
recently granted increases of about 


$47,500,000 yéarly. Effective No-} 


vember 15, those increases applied 
only to the heavy commodity list.

PARIS, Nov. 5.—()—The Duke 


of Windsor tonight postponed his 
trip to the United States for the 
study of housing and industrial 
conditions because of “grave mis- 
conceptions” over his motives.

Atlanta-Wide Rally of Fathers Called in Campaign 
Against Portables After Hartsfield Condemns Pay- 
ment by Citizens of Taxes Without Return. 


A demand that Fulton county, 
which receives 55 per cent of its 
school money from persons inside 
the city limits, aid in the proposed 
$1,250,000 city school building pro- 
gram was made yesterday by 
Mayor Hartsfield as fathers of 
students at Boys’ and Tech High 
schools, and Maddox and Murphy 
Junior High schools met to co-or- 
dinate efforts to eliminate danger- 
ous classrooms. 

‘The fathers promised co-opera- 
tion in pushing the school building 
program to success and declared 
they would help, but laid the 
problem of financing the huge 
program on the shoulders of city 
and school officials. 

City-wide Rally. 

Simultaneously, officials of the 
Fathers’ Club of High School Boys 
of Atlanta announced a city-wide 
rally at Boys’ High school Novem- 
ber 16, in conjunction with the 
annual open house affair of the 
Parent-Teachers’ Association. 

Samuel C, Dobbs, chairman of 
the board of trustees of Grad 
hospital, and Jud P. Wilhoit, pres- 
ident of the Fathers’ Club, will 
speak. Report of J. Roy Almand, 
chairman of the club’s ways and 
means committee, on proposed 
methods of financing the building 
program, will be given. 

Dean Floyd Field, of Georgia 
Tech, and J. R. Patillo, president 
of the Murphy Junior High Fa- 
thers’ Club, also spoke at _ the 
luncheon given for students’ fa- 
thers yesterday at the Murphy 
school, Both condemned the pres- 
ent flimsy, dangerous wooden por- 
tables housing pupils at Boys’ 
High, Tech High and Maddox and 
Murphy Junior High schools, urg- 
ing that plans be made now for 
their elimination and the erection 


Many Problems. 

Citing the many problems con- 
fronting the city administration at 
the present time, including neces- 
sary additional facilities in hos- 
pitalization and _ police work, 
Hartsfield told the fathers he and 
the administration are sympathetic 
with the program but declared he 
would be “ridden out of town on a 
rail” before the city’s deficit is 
increased for any purpose whatso- 
e Ss 

“If Fulton county contributed to 
the cost of government in Atlanta 
in proportion to the amount of 
taxes Atlanta citizens pay to the 
county, we could do all these 
things,” he said. 

“The total amount Atlantans 


living inside the city limits pay 
for the upkeep of county schools 
is $535,000 per year,” the mayor 
asserted. “The amount the county 
collects for schools from residents 
outside the city limits is only 
$439,479. The city, which cannot 
send any of its children to county 
schools, pays nearly $100,000 a 
year more to support county 
schools than do county residents, 
whose children benefit. 

Tax Digest. 


“Atlantans, inside the city limit, 


pay 83.4 per cent of the entire 
county tax digest,” he declared. 
“Those outside the city pay only 
16.6 per cent.” 

Patillo asserted the city houses 
its prisoners in the city jail bet- 
ter than it does the children at 
its junior high and senior high 
schools for boys. “It isn’t a good 
advertisement for the city,” he 


said. 
The club president said “At- 


Yilanta had enough money to build 


the new city hall, but would the 
city officials change places with 
the children out here?” 

“We need new and better hous- 
ing facilities and that’s what we 
are going to have,” he asserted. 

Dean Fields said the city ad- 
ministration and school depart- 
ment should plan a “long time 
program” for elimination of port- 
ables. He said that too often re- 
ductions in expenditures are in 
the education department. 

Exploiting Children. 

“It is not good financing to ex- 
ploit the children to make a big 
showing in the city,” he said. 

“Why, many of these buildings 
are ready to fall down on these 
children now. They have got to 
be replaced soon and why not re- 
place them with safe, permanent 
buildings?” he asked. “If we don’t 
do it now, we will miss the op- 
portunity of a life time.” 

H, O. Burgess, principal at Mad- 
dox, said 1,200 pupils attend 
Murphy Junior High. There are 
some 550 at Maddox and 2,500 at 
Boys’ High and Tech High.

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GEORGIA’S TAX PROBLEM 

With the Georgia general assembly called to 
meet in special session on November 22, less 
than three weeks from now, there is evident in 
the state a public realization of the serious 
problem of tax reform which awaits the legisla- 
tors when they gather at the capitol. Probably 
never before have the people as a whole been 
80 alive to the seriousness of the state’s fiscal 
situation as now. 

At a state-wide meeting held in Atlanta 
Thursday night, the Georgia Mercantile Asso- 
ciation and the Georgia Automobile Dealers As- 
sociation heard James V. Carmichael, Cobb 
county legislator and secretary of the special 
state tax revision commission, declare that the 
taxpayers of Georgia can stand no increase in 
the present tax burden and urge that vital 
needs of the state be met through rigid economy 
in operation of the state government functions, 
rather than by imposing any additional rev- 
enue-raising plans. 

Following Representative Carmichael’s 
speech, the meeting adopted resolutions oppos- 
ing the imposition of afly new taxes and ad- 
vocating only such revision in the present sys- 
tem of intangibles tax as will attract capital to 
the state. While the resolutions did not say so, 
they might well have added that such revision 
should bring back to Georgia capital which has 
already been driveri from the:state and prevent 
further movement of private holdings outside 
the state.

It is customary, and proper, for Georgians 
to regard their state as one of the most blessed 
in the union. Yet, despite all the solid founda- 
tions for such state pride, it cannot be denied 
that Georgia is slipping backward in the march 
of the states toward greater prosperity. 

As pointed out by Mr. Spalding, in the 1920- 
$0 decade Georgia’s population increased only 
four-tenths of one per cent, while neighboring 
states showed a much higher percentage of 
population gain. Alapama gained 12.7 per cent; 
Tennessee, 11.9 per cent; North Carolina, 23.9 
-per cent; Florida, 51.4 per cent, and South Caro- 
lina, 4 per cent.: 
~ The economic reason for this unfavorable 
status of Georgia in population growth is un- 
@eniably based upon the inequities in her out- 
of-date tax system. : 


: . Under the present ad valorem tax system, 


for instance, the rate of levy on intangibles is 
so high as to be confiscatory. A bond valued at 
$1,000 and paying 4 per cent interest annually 
‘would, if returned for taxation in Atlanta, pay

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the owner.

Jectors have ignored such holdings when ac- 
‘cepting property returns. In many cases hold- 
ers of such assets have moved their property, 
‘or their le@al residence, out of the state, and the 
neighboring states, with fairer tax systems, 
have profited by Georgia’s loss. 

' Dr. Harmon Caldwell, president of the Uni- 


‘peraity of Georgia, speaking on the tax‘problerm 


at a bankers’ conference in Macon, pointed to 
the small ability of the average Georgian to 
meet his tax bills. Georgia’s per capita wealth 
is far down in the scale of the states. 

- *,g}though Georgia has a small per ‘capita 
tax,” said ‘President Caldwell, “the burden is 
heavy on the Georgia citizen because of his 


| gmall ability to pay.” 


_ There are many proffered programs for re- 
wision of the state tax system, each with its 
advocates. Yet they may, generally speaking,

pe one school of thought argues that Georgians 


5 are unable to meet any increase in their tax 
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The opposing school argues’ that Georgia's 
per-capita poverty is the result of lack of educa- 
tion and other services of government. . They 


argue that by: greater spending, the capacity . 


of Georgians to increase their wealth and, 
hence, their ability to support their govern- 
ment, will be increased, 

The solution of the problem requires the 
most . disinterested statesmanship backed by 
nonpartisan and courageous action. The re- 
sponsibility lies primarily upon the Governor of 
the state. It must not be evaded. Bold, force- 
ful handling of this complex situation by the 
Governor will meet with universal approval. 

It is the duty of the state legislature to work 
out the details of the solution. However, every 
legislature is, in the final analysis, but the ex- 
pression of the views of the people. It is sig- 
nificant, and encouraging, to witness the awak- 
ened interest of the people as a whole in the 
tax question. There is a swelling volume of 
opinion already being heard in every section of 
the state, from every type of citizen, That 
volume will grow still further before the solons 
gather in Atlanta on November 22. 

Two emphatic demands are already heard. 

One is that there must be no additions to 


the state tax burden. 


The other is that there must be a revision 
of the state tax system that will divide the 
burden justly, according to ability to pay. That 
the intangibles tax system must be revised so 
as to attract capital to remain in,-and to come 
into, this state, so that industry and commerce, 
agriculture and every activity of the people 
may advance and prosper. 

Georgia’s tax system is archaic and chaotic. 
Changing conditions have rendered outmoded a 
system that was fair at its inception. 

There must be revision for justice, but at the 
same time there must be no increase in the 
total load upon the state and her people. 


NATION-WIDE ACTION NEEDED 

New York city has launched, within recent 
months, a determined campaign to protect its 
inhabitants against the horror of crimes com- 
mitted by sex-perverted maniacs. A long se- 
ries of outrages, in many of which innocent 
children were the victims of bestial attack and 
fiendish murder, aroused the city, from Mayor 
LaGuardia down to the humblest citizen, to a 
frenzy of fear and fury. 

This week, in sentencing a convict with a 
long series of arrests for moral offenses, Judge 
Franklin Taylor, of the county court, topped 
a longer-than-life sentence with the indirect 
suggestion that the man could best serve so- 


. clety, the. state and himself by committing 


suicide, 

The propriety of such a suggestion from the 
bench is open to serious question, but it.is cer-. 
tain that a hopeless degenerate can hope for 
nothing from life and is a menace to society so 
long as he lives. 

New York’s plan for a determined war 
against these dangerous perverts involves a 
method of preventing the shocking crimes be- 
fore they occur. In future every man or woman 
arrested for a sexual offense will be finger- 
printed and card-indexed. They will be kept 
under constant police surveillance, with checks 
upon their associates, their whereabouts and 
their activities. 

Promptly upon any suspicious action, the 
pervert will be arrested and examined, mentally 
and physically. If found insane they will be 
committed to an asylum. If found sane, they 
will be so certified, in order that they may 
never advance the plea of insanity as a defense 
for future offenses. 

With this situation impressed upon them it 
is believed that the certainty of death in the 
electric chair for any future sex murder will 
make an effective deterrent. In addition there 
would be assurance that those hopelessly insane 
will never be set loose to walk the streets, a 
threat to every child or woman, again. 

Yet New York’s plan is largely futile if every 
city, every state in the country does not co- 
operate. For no check upon New York degen- 
erates, however complete, can cope with those 
who enter the city from other places. It will 
only be by fullest co-operation of every police 
force in the country that crime’s most frightful 
horror can be stamped out.

BLACK GUM TREES. 
(From the Birmingham News.) 

Still brighter grows the hope of the paper in- 
dustry.in the south in the announcement that, un- 
der the direction of Dr. Charles Herty, newsprint 
paper has been made successfully from the wood 
of the black gum tree. The encouragement is par- 
ticularly. pleasing when it comes on the heels of

This use of black gum wood is not particularly 
startling, of course. Following the successful man- 
ufacture of newsprint paper from pine, it was 
only a matter of detail before the method could 
be applied to the resinous woods of the gum trees. 

One advantage the black gum tree has over 
the pine for the production of newsprint is its 
rather limited use for other purposes. The pine 
is a general lumber wood, whereas the black 
gum’s use is restricted. Its interlaced grain makes 
it unsuitable for ordinary building lumber, al- 
though it is good for making mauls, hubs, rollers, 
yokes and similar goods where straightness of 
grain is not necessary. 

The gum trees of the United States, the black 
and sweet and red and tupelo gums, are chiefly 
of southern growth. And now that Dr. Herty has 
demonstrated their practicability in manufacture 
of newsprint paper, another inducement is offered 
the south for breaking away from. its dependence 
upon other sections for that which we can pro-

Japan 
At War. 


NEW YORK.—Japanese army 
officers say that popular enthusi- 
asm for this punitive expedition to 
China is as great as that shown 
during the Russian War. It is an 
organized and directed enthusi- 
asm, but that is the Japanese way. 
That nation hates nonconformity 
and its young men seem to love 
discipline. : ' 

Mass emotion expresses itself 
noisily when the reservists go off, 
and all the noise is made by young 
men’ who are not going, says the 
Times.

A correspondent describes the 
return of some soldiers from the 
front. War’s last scene was enact- 
ed before the “travelers on a 
Tokyo-bound train several times 
on one recent day.

CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—(#)—Crea- 
tion of a “program committee” to 
draft the party’s policies and de- 
fine its stand on governmental is- 
sues was approved today by the 
Republican national committee, 

The chairman and members of 
the unique group, numbering at 
least 100, will be selected by the 
executive body of the national 
committee after consulting Repub- 
lican congressmen and other party 
chieftains. 

Its task will be the “considera- 
tion of pertinent policies and is- 
sues of government.” It will ascer- 
tain the views of the “rank and 
file,” national and local leaders 
and men, women and youth be- 
longing to the various auxiliaries 
of the G, O. P. 

“The committee shall complete 
its work at the earliest opportu-

Bankers Ask Full Revision of Taxes 
To Stop Driving Taxpayers Away 


Convention Opens Here, Is Told ‘Archiac System’ Is Turn- 
ing Georgia Into ‘A Razorback State’—Only One 
Millionaire in Atlanta. 


Resolutions urging the Georgia 
legislature to make a sweeping re- 
vision of “the present archaic and 
inequitable tax system” were 
adopted unanimously by a group 
of Georgia bankers who convened 
in Atlanta yesterday. 

Before adopting the resolutions, 
the assembly of approximately 75 
members of the Georgia Bankers’ 
Association heard Judge Orville A. 
Park, of Macon, general counsel 
of the association, declare that 
Georgia will develop into a “razor- 
back state” unless something is 
done about the tax situation. W. 
S. Cothran, president of the or- 
ganization; J. T. Hailey, of Albany, 
and Superintendent of Banks R. 
E. Gormley also participated in 
the tax question. 

“The announced purpose of the 
Governor to call a special session 
of the general assembly to con- 
sider the subject, and the study 
which has been given to the prob- 
lem meets the hearty approval of 
members of this group, bankers 
having been foremost in agitation 
for .a complete revision of the tax 
system,” the resolution said. 

Back Complete Reform. 

“We are in thorough accord 
with the suggestion that the ad- 
ministrative machinery be com- 
pletely reformed so as to reduce 
the cost of collection and make 
each tax dollar produce a full dol- 
lar’s worth of service. 

“We are also greatly pleased to 
learn that the general sentiment 
of the legislators and officials is 
to so revise the tax laws as to 
stop the flight of wealth, corpor- 
ate and individual, from Georgia, 
and to encourage the location in 
the state of new citizens and new 
corporations. How these very de- 
sirable ends may be atcomplished 
seems not to have been worked 
out, certainly not in detail.” 

The bankers pledged themselves 
“to render any assistance in ‘our 
power to give the state a just and 
equitable tax system.” 

Now Is the Time. 

“There has never been a time 
when Georgia has had such an op- 
portunity to do something with 
the tax question,” Judge Park de- 
clared. “We have been talking 
about it a long time and we have 
appointed five tax commissions to 
study the problem, but about all 
we've done so far is to add new 
taxes until we now have around 
400 different varieties. That is too 
much for anybody.” 

Judge Park said most people 
have a confused notion about “in-

tangible taxes.” There is no such 


thing as an intangible tax, but 


what is really meant is a differ- 
ent rate on intangibles, he ‘said. 

“The rate on intangibles should 
be considerably less than that on 
tangible property, first of all to 
prevent double taxation, and sec- 
ond, because it can’t be done any 
other way,” he declared. 

“The people are getting mighty 
conscious of taxes,” he continued. 
“They are being driven out of the 
state. How many wealthy people 
have recently gone to Delaware, 
Florida and other states. Our 
treatment of things of. this kind 
have caused a loss of millions and 
millions’ of dollars to Georgia. 
How many millionaires do you 
have in the city of Atlanta? Just 
one. 

-_, “Fool Proposition.” 

‘Every year Georgia has started 
out on this fool proposition of 
making the corporations pay full 
value on intangibles. Now I see 
the Governor has started out on 
the same thing again, saying that 
if the people want to put their 
money in foreign corporations 
they will have to go with the cor- 
porations. As a result us poor fools 
are going to be left to pay the 
taxes.” 

Pointing out that Georgia is tax- 
ing corporations over 10 times as 
much as Delaware and more than 
any state in the southeast, he said 
it is no wonder that the trusts are 
locating elsewhere. 

Judge Park declared that Geor- 
gia is at the bottom of the list in 
almost everything, including pop- 
ulation increase, education and 
public health. 

“Georgia is doing less for its 
people than any state in the Union 
in proportion to its ability,” the 
judge said. “If anybody knows 
anything about this tax question 
he seems to be keeping it a secret. 
We have many theories but no- 
body has been able to work out a 
program. Nine-tenths of the leg- 
islators don’t know what it’s all 
about.” 

Face Sales Tax. 

At some time in the future 
Georgia is faced with the problem 
of adopting either a luxury tax, a 
sales tax or a gross income tax, he 
said. Such a change will probably 
not be made at the special session 
of the legislature, however, he 
added. 

Should a tax be placed on bank 
deposits, the bankers said they 
would not favor a rate of over 25 
cents per $1,000.

Tax Program Limited. 

In his conference yesterday with 
a committee of the County. Com- 
missioners’ Association, Rivers 
limited the tax program in so far 
as the administration is concerned 
to three measures he said the “will 
of the people” demanded. These 
he listed as the $2,000 homestead 
exemption law, the $300 personal 
property exemption law, and the 
intangible tax act.. 

_ By adopting the three constitu- 

tional amendments, Rivers said the 
people of the state showed “where 
they wanted relief” and where 
they “wanted the money to come 
from to replace the loss sustained 
by the exemptions.” 

The commissioners appearing 
before him were concerned with 
two primary questions: getting 
county budgets balanced after 
exemption losses; and opposing the 
road proposal as one suggestion 
for achieving this aim. 


INTANGIBLES DRIVE 
FORCED TO COURT 


The State Revenue Commission 
yesterday was ordered to appear 
in Fulton superior court Novem- 
ber 12 to air its program design- 
ed to collect taxes on intangible 
property for the past seven years 
and to answer charges that its 
contract with John Armistead is 
illegal and constitutes an “intol- 
erable tyranny” upon the taxpay- 
ers. 

An attack on Governor River’s 
plan to add $100,000,000 worth of 
new assessments to county tax di- 
gests was launched yesterday by 
Attorney G. Seals Aiken, presi- 
dent of the Taxpayers’ Relief As- 
sociation, in the form of a peti- 
tion. for a permanent court order 
restraining the revenue commis- 
sion from proceeding with the 


plan. 
Rule Nisi Issued. 


Judge Virlyn B. Moore issued a 
rule nisi ofdering the commission 
and John Armistead to appear in 
court and show just cause why 
their contract should not be nulli- 
fied and the tax program halted. 

Armistead, whose contract al- 
lows him a 20 per cent commis- 
sion on all taxes he collects for 
the stae, stands to receive $20,- 
000,000 if the program is complet- 
ed, the petition charged. 

Terming the program by which 
the state seeks to increase its tax 
income by at least $300,000 a year 
from assessments on the $100,000,- 
000 unreturned intangibles a “fish- 
ing expedition,” the petition 
charged that Armistead is “spying 
upon citizens and holding illegal 
hearings” in the collection of back 
taxes. 

“The entire procedure is un- 
known to our constitution and 
laws, and is an inquisition destruc- 
tive of the rights of the people and 
constitutes an intolerable tyran- 
ny,” the petition charged. 

' Exodus Hinted. 


Several “foreign corporations” 
with large “investments, property, 
pay rolls, and industrial and busi- 
ness programs in Georgia are con- 
templating leaving the state, dis- 
posing of their property and dis- 
charging their Georgia employes,” 
if the agreement with Armistead 
is carried out, the petition charges 

The petition further charged 
that “loyal and constructive citi- 
zens and taxpayers” left the state 
a few years ago to avoid a “simi- 
lar drive by John Armistead and 
his confederates.” Taxes mount- 
ing to several million dollars have 
consequently been lost to the 
state, Aiken me 

Continuation the program 
would shift the tax burden from 
the wealthy to the backs of the 
poor and those in moderate cir- 
cumstnces, and commerce, indus- 
try and finance in the state would 
be severely impaired, the petition 
charged. : 

“Unprecedented” Contract. 


The petition set out that the

anteeing “equal and impartial” 
protection to persons and prop- 
erty.

HEALTH TALKS

ALCOHOLISM AND VITAMIN B. 

Excuse my writing, please, as I 
am not so good in the English lan- 
guage, begins a letter which, so 
far as I can criticize (which is 
quite a ways, you betcha) is as 
faultless as a stenographer’s hose. 
The lady refers to the “treatment 
you were writing about in one of 
your artidéles, for a person who was 
drinking hard liquors and was 
cured of the drinking habit by 
vitamin B. My husband is a swell 
person when sober, but that is only 
about once or twice a week and 
it seems to get the best of him. He 
is a hard-working man and a very 
smart one at that, but he is not 
eating or sleeping well any more 
and every time he drinks I am 
afraid that he will go out of his 
mind. I do hope you will be able 
to help me. (Mrs. .) 

I did not mean to give the im- 
pression that vitamin B will cure 
the drinking habit. 

Prolonged extreme deprivation 
of vitamin B is the cause of a kind 
of slow paralysis, called polyneu- 
ritis, multiple neuritis or beri- 
beri. This disease has been en- 
demic or widely prevalent in ori- 
ental countries and still is common 
in China, Japan, the Philippines, 
India and Africa, and it occurs to 
some extent in South America. 
Scarcely a score of deaths are at- 
tributed to it in the registration 
area of the United States: annually. 
But as our knowledge of nutri- 
tion increases and doctors learn to 
apply the newer knowledge in di- 
agnosis, we begin to recognize an 
astonishingly wide prevalence of 
milder degrees of the same disease 
right here in the heart of North 
America. The proof of the pud- 
ding is the therapeutic test—the 
uniform relief or cure obtained 
from restoring adequate supply of 
vitamin B to the daily regimen. 

A form of multiple or polyneu- 
ritis that terminates the career of 
many a steady, secret or periodic 
tippler was formerly called “al- 
coholic” neuritis, but is now rec- 
ognized as plain beri-beri. At his 
or her best times, the comparative- 
ly sober intervals, the intake of 
vitamin B is likely to be insuffi 


time and the patient made to take 
enough vitamin B in one form or 
another, life may still be saved and 
even complete recovery may occur. 
But the vitamin B treatment does 
not, so far as I know, cure the 
drink habit. 

All we have said so far 
sound practical medicine. 

Now I would add that in my 
own opinion merely, people who 
regularly enjoy an adequate daily 
intake of vitamins (particularly 
B, C, D and G), either in natural 
food or as a supplement to the 
daily diet, are less likely to have 
a craving for alcohol. They feel 
fit, in fine fettle, naturally—why

TRADE GROUP HITS 
CONTROL OF CROPS 


National Foreign Council 
Also Urges Settlement 
of War Debts. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 5.—(P)— 
The National Foreign Trade Coun- 
cil declared tonight against “ex- 
perimental compulsory controls” 
over agricultural production. 

Simultaneously the council, an 
association of exporters, banks and 
other interests who term foreign 
trade essential to American indus- 
try, recommended that the United 
States begin immediately to nego- 
tiate a “mutually equitable settle- 
ment of the inter-governmental 
war debt, that will be both real- 
istic and final.” 

Winding up a three-day conven-

changes, and finally in the inter- 
est of furtherance of world trade 
and world peace.”

The child died as the result of

New Orleans Philanthropist, 
Two Aides Slashed in 
Transient Home. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 5.—(UP)

As he did 
so, he heard a shot. 

“Coll fell, hit in the abdomen,”

Gerlinger said Coll had come out

to stab me with his knife.” 


BANKERS LAUNCH 
LEGISLATIVE PLAN 


Speakers Look to U. S. for 
Solution to Slump in Se- 
curities Market. 


WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va., Nov. 5.—(#)—The Invest- 
ment Bankers’ Association launch- 
ed a dual program today to take 
“a progressive and aggressive 
stand” in matters of legislation, 


and to make membership in the 
association “a badge of integrity 
and worth.” 

Two speakers before the annual 
convention looked to Washington 
for solutions to the problem of the 
present slump in the § securities 
markets, which has brought the 
investment bankers’ business of 
raising capital for industry almost 
to a standstill. 

Edward B. Hall, of Chicago, 
president of the association, said it 
was no more fair now to blame 
the current slump on the govern- 
ment than it was to blame the 
recent tumble in securities as defi- 
nitely reflecting a lack of confi- 
dence in the future of business, 
and said the administration could 
do much to restore it by revising 
the capital gains and undivided 
profits taxes, by improving the fi- 
nancial situation of the railroads

LAWYER DISBARRED 
AS RACKET ‘BRAINS’ 


N. Y. Court Rules Davis An- 


ticipated Crimes. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—(#)—J. 
Richard (Dixie) Davis, whom 
Rackets Prosecutor Thomas E. 
Dewey called the “brains” of New 
York’s $100,000,000 policy racket, 
was disbarred from practicing law 
today by a unanimous decision of 
the appellate division of supreme 
court. 

A nation-wide police search has 
been under way for Davis, once 
attorney for the late rackets czar,

- MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 5.— 
(UP)—Prior to his death from 
injuries sustained when the 
Panama Limited cracked up at 
Batesville, Miss., yesterday, En- 
gineer Charles J. Barnett made 
an “X” with a fountain pen held 
in his mouth to renew an elapsed 
life insurance policy, it was 
learned tonight. 

Doctors and nurses stood by 
his bedside in a hospital here 
as Barnett—his right arm ampu- 
tated and his left forearm cruel- 
ly mangled—held a fountain pen 
between his teeth and made a 
crude cross on the paper which 
meant “a very large sum of 
money” to his wife and children. 


ROOSEVELT HEARS 
COAL BODY QUARREL 


Seven Members of Strife- 
Torn Commission Talk 


With President. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—(?)— 
The Bituminous Coal Commission 
carried its family quarrel over per- 
sonnel and policies before Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today. 

The seven members trooped into 
the White House, had a prolonged 
talk with the President, and de- 


arted. 

Collectively, they told reporters 
any information would have to 
come from the chief executive 
himself.

Jr., added that the resignation|% 


which he submitted November 1 
still remained on the President’s 
desk. Hosford said yesterday he 
purposed to resign as soon as the 
commission finished fixing mini- 
mum prices for bituminous coal— 
probably sometime next month. 
The only motive for the resigna- 
tion was a desire to return to pri- 
vate business, Hosford said. 
Differences over appointment of 
personnel to the commission’s staff 
have split the board four to three. 


F. D. R. AGAIN HITS 
STOCK GAMBLING 


President Asserts Specula- 


tion Is Too Dangerous. 

WASHINGTON, Nov.’ 5.—()— 
President Roosevelt pointed an 
admonitory finger again today at 
stock speculation. 

In his first comment on the 
stock market since last month's 
declines wiped out billions of dol- 
lars in security values, the Presi- 
dent told a press conference it was 
dangerous to gamble in stocks. 

If it were not dangerous, every- 
body would make money at it, he 
added. 

His advice was in response to 
the question of whether he con- 
templated any new moves to make 
dealings in securities less risky. 

He said there were two ways 
of looking at it—that the more 
dangerous it was the less people 
ought to go into the market. 


ACCORD REACHED 
BY REICH, POLAND 


Policy on Treatment of Na- 


zies, Poles Determined. 

BERLIN, Nov. 5.—(UP)—Fueh- 
rer Adolph Hicler announced to- 
night that the Reich and the Pol- 
ish government, after three 
months of negotiations, 
agreed to a reciprocal policy gov- 
erning the treatment of the Nazi 
minority in Poland and Poles liv- 
ing in Germany. 

Simultaneous with official an- 
nouncement of the agreement—in 
the form of mutual declarations— 
Der Fuehrer ordered the release 
of a group of Polish minority lead- 
ers held in Nazi prisons for illicit 
political activities. 

(In Warsaw, President H. C. Ig- 
nacy Moscicki, president of Po- 
land, received German Ambassa- 
dor Hans Adolf von Moltke and 
exchanged congratulations upon 
the consummation of the agree- 
ment.)

SEEN AS FARM HOPE 


Dean Paul Chapman Ad- 
dresses Fact Finding 
Group. 


MACON, Ga., Nov. 5.—(P)— 
Dean Paul W. Chapman, of the 
University of Georgia College of 
Agriculture, said here tonight “the 
best way to increase the income of 
Georgia is to diversify the occu- 
pations of the people.” 


Speaking at a meeting of lead- 
ers in the Citizens’ Fact Finding 
Movement, Dean Chapman declar- 
ed it was his opinion the way to 
increase Georgia’s farm income 
would be to decrease the number 
of ger 

“We should have a larger pro- 
portion of the people aahint in 
manufacturing and commerciai 
pursuits,” Chapman stated. “Re. 
gardless of the wage paid by in- 
dustry, it is quite likely that any 
person diverted from farming will 
have a larger income than at pres- 
= = oe grr farm market at

The agriculturist pointed out 
that Georgia’s per capita farm in- 
come was $147 a year, about one- 
half the average for the nation. 

We rank fourth among the 
states in farm population; seven- 
teenth in total farm income, and 
twenty-ninth in income per farm. 
We have, in other words, many 
farm people, relatively small 
farms, and a very low income.” 

Dean Chapman said one of the 
reasons the state’s farms were not 
self-sustaining in food production 
was that, under present acre- 
yields, more land would be re- 


said the acreage required 
produce food for farm apeiathed 
and feed for the present supply of 
farm livestock was estimated at 
10,976,895 acres. If this shift was 
made, there would be only 800,000 
acres left for cash crops, he said.
